Scriptures, 
unleſs as the Fathers expound them, 4 baye here produced them a- 
mong(ſt other Teſtimonies. For my part I was brought up, and con- 
tinued until about three years ſince, in the Church of Rome, 
in which I was of no ſmall repute and eſteem, but Conſcience did 
ſo accuſe and torment me, being Conſcious to my ſelf of ſo many 
and Abſurdities, groſs Idolatries, and ſuperſtitious Prattices, which 
Fromdtmuſt of necellity be-guilty of dayly, contiguing therein,thar 
utterly relinquiſhing thatof Rome,l adjoyned with theChurch of Exg- 
land; in my coming unto which, although I was put to beat out the 
way as it were through Fire, and have been ſince by many thereof 
very hardly dealt withal, which 1 pray God forgive, 1 have receiy- 
ed the greateſt joy in Spirit and Conſolation in Conſcience imagi- 
nable; verily bel:eving, That amongſt all eſtabliſhed Churches in the 
whole Univerſe, which | have ſeen,and bleſſed be God l have ſeen all, 
or moſt, that there is not any nearer to Scripture and Primitive 
Practice, than is the Church of Exgland; and rather than I would 
return to the Church of Rome, admit my ſelf, or condeſcend to 
maintain any one point of the Romiſh peculiar Doftrine, there is 
not a Torment ſo great, nor a Death ſogrieyous, which I would 
not gladly ſuffer. The ſaid on amongſt other things were 
one reaſon of * my relinquiſhing of the Church af Rome, having in- 
deed been at moſt of the places where the ſaid Indulgences are ob- 
tained, and know the enluing Catalogue to agree with the Records 
and Reports of each place, aud concetving that thoſe that are cured 
of a dangerous Malady ought, not to conceal the means conducing 
thereunto, from thoſe that either are or may be ſick of the ſame 
Diſeaſe, I have thought meet to publiſh the ſame to the Workd, 
* which if kindly accepted, may induce me to many other Works of 
the like kind, and of ſhewing my ſelf

CLASSE I 


The Indulsences which they obtain:by reaſon of the Habit of the 
Servants of our L A DT. 


O them that receive the Habit of the Servants, n- 
nocent the Eighth granted that the Prior General, or 
any other conſtituted by him, might abſolve any, 
whether He or She that ſhould have that Habit, not 

only at his or her Entrance, but at any time whenſoeyer there 

ſhould be necd, from any fin or Cenſure whatſoever. 

And Siſts the Fourth granted a Plenary Indulgence to any when 
they received the Habit of the Servants. 

To thoſe inveſted with the Habit of the Servants, [anocent the 
Eighth, Alexander the Fourth, Benedit the Eleventh, and other 
_— their Succeſlors, granted, that once in their life time, 
and once in their death, they ſhould obtain a plenary Indulgence 
of all their ſins. 

And Sto the Fourth ſaid, that they ſhould obtain a Plenary 
Indulgence when they dyed and wanted a Confeſlor, becaule 
they dyed in the ſtate of grace. 

And Leo the Tenth granted to any one inveſted with the Ha- 
bit of the Servants, that ſhould ſay the ſeven penitential Pſalms 
once over, or five Pater-noſter*s and five Ave Maria's before an 
Altar of the Church where he or ſhe ſhould reſide, that he or 
ſhe that ſaid the ſame, ſhould thereby releaſe any one Soul out 
_ of Purgatory, what Soul the party that ſaith the ſame pleaſeth, 


To thoſe which to the honour of the blcſled Virgin =_ 
B all

ſhall devoutly kiſs the Habit of one of the Servants, John he 
twenty third hath given five years, and five Quarantenes (one 
of which is forty days ſpace) of Indulgence. 

To thoſe which ſhali ſerve with the Habit under the Servants, 
Clement the Fourth, Nicholas the Third, and Urban the Fifth, 
granted a forgiveneſs of the third part of their ſins; and Siſto 
the Fourth, and Leo the Tenth granted them a plenary Indul- 

ence. 
, To thole inveſted with the Habit of the Servants, and ſhall 
ſay five Pater-noſter's, and five Ave-Maria's, Paul the ſecond 
hath granted all the Indulgences which are at any time within 
or without Rome, as well as to thoſe that viſit the Holy Churches 
where they arc to be obtained. 

And Leo the Tenth hath granted , that ſaying five Pater. 
noſter's, and five Ave-Maria's, and at the end of each Pater- 
woſter and Ave-Maria, one Gloria Patri, all entire, and after- 
wards another Pater-noſter and Ave-Maria ſingiy, with the Glo- 
ria Patri, &c. That 1s to fay in the whole, lix Pater-noſter”s, 
ſix Ave-Maria's, and ſix Gloria Patri”s, five whereof with an 
intention to gain the Indulgence, and one for his Holineſs the 
Pope, they gain and obtain all the Indulgences in the Stations at 
Rome, at St. Fames of Galitia in Compoſtela, and at Feruſalem, 
and other places in-the Holy Land : And moreover this Pope hath 
/aid, that in whatſoever hour of the day or of the night they will, 
or in whatſoever place they will, to wit, in the Choire, or inthe 
Church, or in the Cloyſter, or in the Cell, if any can ſay the 
ſaid Pater -noſter”s, Ave-Maria's, and Gloria Parris, &c. they 
ſhall obtain the Indulgences. | 


CLASSE LI1l. 


The Indulgences at the Holy City of Rome, which are gained not only 
by devout Pilgrims, and ſuch others, as viſit the ſacrgd places where . 
they are to be obtained, but alſo by the Brothers and Siſters of the 


Servants of oy Lady. 


N the famous City of Rome where commonly. reſideth the 
Pope, tlic Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt, the place where ſo many 
Saints an1 Saintclles have been martyrcd, ard fanttified the 
ground

ground with their moſt holy blood, thcre is not a Church in 
which there is not any day moſt great Indulgences 3 but a- 
mong, the reſt there are ſeven called for their Excellency, The 
Seven Churches of Rome, the which are every day very devoutly, 
with great adorations, by great numbers of people viſited 
and as they have been, 10 they are daily by his Holineis the Pope, 


priviledged and benefitted. 

The fift of the Seven Churches is the Church of Saint Fohx 
Lateran, the which was built by the Emperour Conſtantixe, and 
dedicated by St. Silveſter the Pope, who at its dedication gave 
ſo many Indulgences thereto, that is, to thoſe that devoutly vi. 
ſit the ſame, that none can number them, but only God. 

Firſt at the great Altar they gain an Indulgence of forty cight 
years, and of. forty eight times forty days ſpace, and more- 
over a forgiveneſs of the third part of their ins. 

Saint Silveſter gave to whoſoever ſhould come to viſit this 
Church, at what time of the ycar foever he came, a full remi(. 
ſion of all his fins. 

in this Church of S. Zohn Lateran, where an Image vilthly and 
miraculouſly appeared when $S. Silveſter conſecrated the ſame, 
there is full remiſſion of all their ſins. 

Pope Boniface hath ſaid, that whoſoever comes for Devoti- 
on's lake to viſit the Church of S. Foh» Lateran, ſhall be clean 
abſolved from all manner of ſin. 

Within this Church thereis a Chappel of S. Fohn Baptsſt, into 
which no Woman is permitted to enter, and there alſo they 
have full remiſſion of all their fins. 

In the Chappel of S. Lawrence, called Santta Santtorum, (where- 
in the Women allo are not permitted to enter) there is painted 
| an Image of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, at which they 

have an Indulgence of twelve years, and full remiſſion of all 
their 11ns. 

Over the Altar Papal are reſerved the Heads of $. Peter and 
S. Paul, and every time they ſhew them, to them that inhabit 
in and about Rome there are three thouſand years of Indulgenee ; 
but to thoſe that live a conſiderable diſtance from Rome, as a 
days journey, ſix thouſand years; and to thoſe that come from 
a far Country, there is given an Indulgence of twelve thouſand 
years, and of twelve thouſand times forty days ſpace , and 


morcover a forgiveneſs of the third part of their ſins.

In th: Church of St. Fobn. Lateran there is a Chappel between 
the Oratory and Baptiſtory, in which eyery day they have full 
remiſſion of all their ſins. 

Moreover, n-ar to this Chappel is the Ladder of Pslate's Pa. 
lace, by the wiich Chriſt our Lord was faſtened to the Pillar ; 
tie Ladder hath twenty eight ſteps or rounds, and whoſoever 
goeth up the ſame, for evecy ltep he aſcends thereof, he hath 
nine years, and nine times forty days ſpace of [ndulgence, and 
alſo the forgiveneſs of the third part of his fins. 

And in the Head of this Church is a Chappel in which are 
the Ark of the Teſtament, the Rod of Moſes and Aaron, and the 
Table upon which Chriſt ſupped with the Diſciples; and there 
are very many Indulgences. 

In this Chnrch of S. Fohn Lateran, at the Creation of every 
Pope, thcre is (if they ſhew the holy Vault) a plenary Indul- 
gence. | 

I he ſccond of the ſeven Churches, is the Church of Saint Pe- 
ter, whrre at preſent is th: Seat Apoſtolick: At this Church any 
day they gain an Indulgence of 1x thouſand forty cight years, 
and likewiſe of fix thouſand forty eight times forty days ſpace, 
and moreover a for 3iveneſs of the third part of their fins. 

Alſo in the Feaſt of the Anaunciation of the bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, there isa thouſand years Indulgence. 

Alſo from the {aid Fealt until the firſt day of Auguſt, there is 
an Indulgence of twelve thouſand years, and of twelve thou- 
fand times forty days ſpace ; and moreover, to thoſe that gain 
the Indulgence a forgiveneſs of the third part of all their fins. 

Alſo whoſoever devoutly aſcends the ſteps or ſtairs of St. 
Peter, there are granted him by Alexander the ſixth, for every 
itep or ſtair he aſcends, feven years Indulgence. 

At every Altar alſo of the Church of S. Peter there is an In- 
dulgence of eighteen thouſand years; and amonglt the reſt, 
the ſeven principal Altars are priviledged with greater Indul- 

ences. 
i At the Feaſt of St. Perer, or the Feaſts of any of the ſaid Al- 
"tars, or the Feaſt of All-Saints, or the Fealt following, the In- 
dulgences are all doubled. | 

In the ſaid Church when they ſhew the Holy Vault,which for the 
moſt part is in the Holy Week, Eaſter-day, Aſcenſion-day, and the 
Sunday before St. Anthony Abbot , beſides thoſe that —_—

there is an Indulgence to Strangers of twelve thouſand years ; 
to thoſe that live near Rome of (ix thouſand years; and to thoſe 
- that are [Inhabitants in Rome of three thouſand years , and more- 
over to each, of as many times forty days ſpace; and likewiſe all 
have the forgiveneſs of the third part of their Sins. 

Moreover in this Church of St. Peter, they have every day, 
from Aſcenſion tothe end of the Calends of Auguſt, eighteen 
thouſand years Indulgence z and from the Annunciationto the 
end of the ſaid Calends, they gain an Indulgence of twelve 
thouſand years, and alſo of twelve thouſand times forty days 
ſpace, and moreover a forgiveneſs of the third part of their 
SINS. 

And in the ſaid Church at the Papal Chappel, they have every 
day a Plenary Remiſſion of their Sins. 

The third of the ſeven Churches of Rome is the Church of 
St. Paul, in the which any day they gain an Indulgence of fix 
thouſand forty eight years, and likewiſe of ſix thouſand forty 
eight Quarantenes, (every of which is forty days ſpace) and 
moreover the forgiveneſs of the third part of their Sins. , 

Alio in the Solemnity of the Converſion of St. Paul, there 
isan Indulgence therein of an hundred years, and of an hundred 
times forty days ſpace. 

Alſo in the Feaſt of the Holy Innocents, many of whoſe Bo- 
dies are buried in this Church, there was formerly an Indul- 
gence to be had of forty eight years, and of as many times forty 
days ſpace, but now there is a Plenary Indulgence. 

Alſo in the Dedication of the ſaid Church, which is the O- 
ctave of St. Martin, they gain an Indulgence of a thouſand 
years, and a thouſand times foriy days ſpace, and moreover 
the forgivenels of the third part of their Sins. 

Alſo if any one enter into this Church of St. Paul upon a 
Snday, he gains thereby as many Indulgences, as if he went to 
the Holy Sepulchre in Zeruſalem, and to St. Fames in Galatia. 

Alſo at this Church, amongſt the many other Altars, there 
are ſeven particular ones, as there are at St. Perey's, at cvery 
of which there are twenty eight thouſand years Indulgences, 

Moreover in this Church of St. Paulare many Holy Reliques, 
as an Arm of $t. Arne, the Mother of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
the Chain wherewith St. Paul was bound, &c. all which are 
moſt carefully preſeryed, and had in very great veneration 
ang 
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and as often as they ſhew the ſame, to thoſe that live in Rome, 
there 1s an Indulgence ot three thouſand, ro thoſe that live 
near Rome of fix thouſand, and to thoſe that come from any far 
Country of twelve thouſand years; and moreover to each, of 
as maay times forty days ſpace; and likgwiſe to all the forgiveneC. 
ſes of the third part of their Sins. 

In this Church alſo is an Image of the Crucifix that ſpake to 
St. Bridget, and there is alſo a Plenary Indulgence. 

The fourth of the ſeven Churches is the Church of St. Maria 
Maggiore, in which they have any day fix thouſand forty eight 
years, and ſix thouſand forty eight times forty days ſpace alſo 
of Indulgence, and moreover the Remiſlion of the third part 
of their Sins. 

Alſo in the Solemnities of the Conception, Nativity, Annunci- 
ation, Purification, and Aſſumption of our Lady, they have 
cach day therein'ten thouſand years Indulgence, and full Remi{. 
ſton of all their Sins. 

Alſo in this Church there are very many Altars, and at every 
Altar there are eighteen thouſand years Indulgence. 

Near the High Altar alſo is an Image of the Bleſſed Virgin, 
painted by St Luke, and there are infinite Indulgences. 

Alſo in this Church there is a Vault under ground, in which 
is kept the Crib or Manger wherein our Saviour was laid at his 
Birth, and there they gain an Indulgence of twelve thouſand 
years, and of twclve thouſand times forty days ſpace, and more- 
over a forgiveneſs of the third part of their Sins. 

In this Church alſo is the Sepulchre of St. Grolame, and there 
they have twelve years Indulgence, and full Remiſſion of all their 
Sins- 

The fifth of the ſeven Churches of Rome is the Church of St. 
Lawrence, in the which they have any day an Indulgence of ſix 
thouſand forty eight years, and of fix thouſand forty eight times 
forty days ſpace; and moreover the forgivenels of the third 
part of their Sins, 

Alfo in this Church is the ſacred Body of St. Stephen, and one 
of the Stones with the which he was ſtoned, and there they have 
cight thouſand years Indulgence. ; 

In the ſame alſo is the moſt holy Body of th: ſaid St. Lawrence, 
and there they have a Plenary Indulgence. 


Here 
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Here alſo is the Stone whereon That Bleſſed Virgin, being ta- <, 
ken off the Grid-lron, yielded up the Ghoſt, and there they 
have full Remiſſion of all their Sins. 

The ſixth of the ſeven Churches of Rome is the Church of 
St. Fabianand Sebaſtian, in the which they have any day an Indul- 
gence of ſix thouſand forty cight years, and of as many Qua- 
rantenes, oneof which is forty days ſpace; and alſo the for:- 


giveneſs of the third part of their fins. 
Alſo there is there in any day a thouſand years Indulgence, 


granted by Pope Pelago- : 

In this Church alſo, near to the High Altar, is the place where 
at firſt repoſed the Holy Bodies of St. Perer and St. Paul, and there 
they have as many Indulgences as they can have at the Churches 


both of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
In the ſame alſo, who-ever cauſeth a Maſs to be ſaid at the AL © 


tar of St. Sebaſtian, delivereth a Soul from Purgatory. 

Alſo Silveſter, Gregory, Honorio, Pelagio, Nicholas, and Fohn, 
Popes, granted to every one that ſhould (at what time of the year 
ſoever) viſit this Church, a thouſand years Indulgence. 

Underneath this Church, within the Earth, is the Cemitery 
of Pope Caliſto, into the which whoſoever enters confeſs'd and' 
contrite, by the Merits of the ſame Saint, and of an hundred 
ſeventy four thouſand Martyrs,and of forty ſix other Holy Popes, 
who were there buried, of which eighteen were Martyrs, gained 
a Plenary Remiſlion of all their ſins.

CHAP. L 


Wherein is ſhewed what the Indulgences before mentioned are, and upon 
what they are grownded. 


H E ſaid Indulgences, according to the Doftrine of the Romas Church, 
l are certain Diltributions made by the Pope, of certain penal ard {@- 
tivtactory Works, taken by him out of rhe Churches Treaſury, and be- 
queathed to ſuch perſ.ms, as although dying in the ſtate of grace, yet 
having not firſt hcre in this world fully ſatishcd the Juſtice of God for 
their fins, are after their dearth caft into Purgatory, where they are burnt and tor« 
mented in the fire thereof, until fuch time the ſame be fully fatished 
They are grounded upon certain falle and perwicious Tenents, whereby ſhe hold- 
eth ; Firſt, that there 1,eth a neceſſity upon all the Faithful (notwithſtanding their 
Redemption by Chriſt) to ſatishe and content the Jultice of God for their fins 
which fatisfation the Catechiſm of the Council of Trent defineth thus : Setisfa- 
Bio eff rei debits integra ſolwtio: Ef compenſatio, cum homo pro peccatis commi/ſis 
Deo aliquid perſolvi. Satisfaction is an entire Payment of that thing which iz 
and a recompence which a man maketh to God for his fins. And it is made (they 
fay) here in this lite, by faſting, whipping, Pilgrimages, giving ſ.meth.ng to the 
Church, and ſuch like works of Penance ; and atter this lite, by being impriſoned, 
involved, and tormented in a fire called Purgatory, 
2, That many in this lite do not only ſatisfie the Divine Juſtice for their fins, but 
excccd the ſame tor them, in their ſatisfa&tions ; for there be many, fay they, _ 
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hare finned bur little, yet have fatisficd very mich; and conſequently have under! 
gore more Puriſhments than their fins have deſerved, or Geds Joſtice for the ame 
required 3 arc this excels 01 lupc rf]uiry, which they call Superrabmudant Sa i;jallun:

demneth all them with a Curſe, which cither term them unprotitable, or deny the 
C kv:ches Authority to grant them, 

Nw, what a bold preſumption was it for a Council to determine a new and uncer- 
tain Dofrine for a Point of Faith ? And what aſenſele& and weak Faith muſt it 
necds be, which wantcth Antiquity, Authority of Scriptures, and conſent of Fa- 
thers > Burl will not ſtand tv argue this, in regard it maketh not much to our pre- 
ſent purpoſe ; neither will I altogether dery, but the ſaid Indulgences are to fome 
profitable « For indeed (fince many are cm? to have fo good an opinion as they 
have of them) they are not only profitable, but very profitable to the Roman 
Church, For, filt, hereby ſhe elfalliſhert, confirmerh, and upholdeth all her 
wicked, new- fangled, Idolatruus, and abſurd DoGrincs, and doth cafily impoſe 
them upon the Faith of theſe, that perhaps otherwiſe might doubr of them; and 
the People arcthercby (as it were) allured and enticed into a belict of that which 
betore, it may be, they never heard of or once thought of, nay peradyenture not 
only doubrcd, but altogether diſliked of, Aud therefore when the Pope would 
eſtabliſh any new Opinion, or confirm it when calicd tm queltion, he preſently con- 
tri»eth the doing therect by ſome Tudulgence that may corduce thereunto, As for

Now that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath folly and perfe ly ſatisfied' God for our: 
fins, and hath wholly and only wrought our Redemption, Purgation, and Reconci- 
liation, is a Dorine grounded upon the holy Scriptures, for rhe holy Scriptures at- 
tribute the ſime wholly and only to him , affirming, that Feſws Chrift hath wwaſbed 
us {rom or fins in his own blood, Rev. 1. 5. That be hisown ſelf bare our fins in bis 
ewn Body on the Tier, by whoſe Rripes we are healed, 1 Pet. 2. 24, That though him we 
have prace with God, Rom. 5. 1, That be is the Reconciliation for our fins, and / 
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for ours andy, but alſo for the fins of the whole world , 1 Joh, 2. 2, That be was 
wounded for our tranſgreſſions, bruiſed for our iniquities, had the chaftiſement of our 
Peace laid upon bim, and with bis firipes ave ave healed, 11, 53, 5, That he hath ob- 
rained eternal redemption for us, Heb. v.12, That by one Offming he bath perfefted 
for ever them that are ſanttified , Heb, 10, 14, That be is able t0 ſave them to the w#- 
germeſ# that come to God by bim, Heb, 9, 25. That it pleaſed the Father by hing #0 1e- 
eoncile all things to himſel/, both which are #n Eanh, aud which are in Heaven, Col, 1, 
I9, 20, That there is no Salvation in any other, nor other Name wwder Heaven where- 
4 we muſt be ſaved, At. 4.12, And to be ſhort, it is the whole ſcope of the 
ofpel, 

: And yet the Papiſts (neſther regarding Scripture, Goſpel, Irenaws, nor any other 
thing that may make againſt their pretended fatisfaQtions) will haye a nereſlity lye 
upon us to pay and ſatisfie God for our fins, 

But this their Do&rine, firſt, overthroweth our Faith, deſtroyeth our Devotion, 
and is manifeſtly falſe ; for we are taught to believe the forgiveneſs of our ſins, aud 
to pray for the forgiveneſs of our ſins, and God forgiveth ws our ſins, and that free= 
ly : whereas God could not be ſaid to forgive us our fins, did he either here in this 
life, or hereafter in the other, require ſatisfaQion. 

Secondly, It is injurious to Chriſt, for it defaceth the ſufficiency of his Death, 

Thirdly, It is blaſphemovs _ God 3 for firſt, it maketh him like a very un« 

ſ and hard Landlord, who having granted an Eftate in a Bargain to a younger 

rother, upon a ſufficient Fine tendred by the Elder, yet will not let the younger 
enjoy it, unleſs he Fine for it again himſelf, 

Secondly, It maketh him like a crue] Creditor, who, having the Debt diſcharged 
to the uttermoſt, by a Friend, yer caſteth the poor Debtor himſelf into Priſon, uns 
til he there alio in part make ſatisfa&tion. 

Thirdly, It maketh him like a mercileſs Judge, who having puniſhed an offence 
with condign puniſhment, yet will have the Offender puniſhed again, as if he de- 
lighted in the torments of the miſerable. 

Fourthly, It maketh men diſloyal and reyengeful, and miniſtreth matter to mali- 
cious perſons, to the fully ſatisfying their malicious humours, ſeeing as God doth 
pardon us, ſ@ we ought to deal with others; and therefore if God doth fo forgive 
us our fins in Chriſt, 2s that we muſt ſtill either here aMi& our ſelves with the ri- 

us works of Penance, or elſe hereafter be caſt into the extreme torments of 
| onthe 3 then we may alſv ſo forgive our Brother, as that we may yet procure 
his moſt grievous puniſhment z and ſay, *tis true, I have pardoned him, but I will 
not yet ceaſe extremely ro puniſh him ; for will you haye me to be more patient and 
mercifu} than G«d himſelf, that dealeth thus with us > who after having declared 
that all our faults are forgiven. either ceaſeth not here to torment us by our Faſt= 
Ing, Whipping, Pilgrimaging, and ſuch like Penal Works, or hereafter to burn us 
for I know not bow many thouſand years in a ſcorching Fire. 

Fifthly, It implieth an impoſſibility, for atisfaRion for fins ought to be accord- 
ing te the qualiry of the Perſon thereby offended, and God and the Divine Juſtice 
being altogether Infinite, require therefore an infinite Catisfa&tion, which no finite 
Creature can poſſibly make, But ſuppoſe there were a poſſibility of our making a 
recompence to God, and ſatisfying the Divine Jultice for them, which there is not, 
yet, 
Sixthly, Tt is altogether needleſs, for Feſus Chriſt by one offering hath perfeFed for

Now the P.1"ifts (to avoid thoſe groſs abſurdities and horrid conſequences, which 
othcrwiſe they 1-e mult of neceſſity attend this their Do&rine) firſt will have that 
11 fin are wo thi'253 Mala Culpe, & Panam Culpa, the fault, and the puniſh= 
ment z the taut, chey ſay, is taken away, and ſatisfied tor by Jeſus Chriſt ; but the 
puniſhment is Icttt :hind, and is to be ſatisfied for by us. ( Thus'to rake away the 
Jufficiency of Chriics faristaction, to the end they may imply a neceſlity of ours they 
maks up {1 into a certain Hodg-podge, containing both the fault, and the puniſh« 
ment, as it the hn were not the t.ultonly z whereas the puniſhment is not in the 
leaſt any part of fn, but the reward of fin, Rom. 6. 23.) Rut this Fetch being al- 
together deteftive, is eaſtiy deteated, and will nor in the leaſt ſerve their turn. For 
the cauſe which only produceth an effe& being raken away, by neceſlity the effe& 
ceaſerb, Now the fault js. the caule which only produceth ſatisfying puniſhment ;

This is affirmcd by Tertullian ; Exempto (ſaith hc) reatuw, remittitur (5 Pena, 
the fault being taken away, the puniſhment is omitted : And the fame alſo is manis 
{cited by our Saviour Chriſt, who no ſooner had torgiven the ſick of the Palſic his 
fins, bur his PalGe letr him, Mar, 2, The Prophet Iſaiab alſo ſpeaking of Chriſt 
in the work of our Redemption, ſaith, He hath bor ouw griefs, and carried our for- 
rows, Ela, 53. 4. which are not the guilt, but the punithment of our fins. f of 
S. Auguſtine ſaith, Swſcipiendo Chrifhu Penam, © non ſuſcipiends culpam, & cul- 
pam Tfvit & Penam, Chriſt taking upon bim the puniſhment, and act the fault, 
hath abcliſhed both the fault and puniſhment, 

When they ſee therefore that this faileth them, and that Chriſt hath ſatisfied nor 
only for the faulr, bur the puniſhment ct ſin, then they begin to infilt upon the 
kinds of puniſhment : And ſecondly will have, that Chritt bath ſitisfied for the E- 
zcrnal puniſhment, but not fer the Temporal. As for the Temporal puniſhment, 
they ſay it remaineth, and is to be ſatisfied for by us (as if the Temporal puniſh» 
ment were not Contained in the Eternal, or that God through Chriſt ſhould tor.

God himſelf ſaith, ot 
his People, I will forgive their iniquity, aud 1 will remember their fs mo more, 
Jer. 31.34. And it God forgiveth our iniquity, and in ſuch ſort as that he will 
remember our fin no more, it followeth that he will not be fatisfied for the Game 
with temporal puniſhment. God is faid alſo freely to forgive us our Treſpafſes, Col. 
2:13, and if freely, then without requiring in the leaſt onr farisfattion, Moreover, 
he is ſaid to torgive us all our Debt, Math, 18, 32, and if all our Debt, then not 
only the fin, bur alſo the puniſhment 3 and not only the Eternal puniſhment, but 
alſo the Temporal : And S, Pawl again alſo (ſpeaking of Chriſt Gith, I: pleaſed the 
Father that in bim (bould all Fulneſs dwell , Col, 1.19. and it all Fulneſs, then 
Fulneſs of ſarisfattion, 

When they ſee therefore that this Wile alſo faileth them, and that Chrift hath fu}- 
ly Catisfied for our fins, then they begin to infilt _ the tim of the firs being 
committed ; and thirdly, they will have that Chriſt hath fully ſatisfied for fins com- 
mitted before Baptiſm, but not tor fins committed afrer Baptiſm. As for fins com-'

Ir 
is heavy news, not glad tidings, that they which believe in Chriſt, ſhall beſides 
their manifoki crofſes and punifhments im this life, go afterward to a place of far 
grearer prief and ſorrow, The glad fidings of our Sayjour Chriſt are quite cootra- 
ry, who faith, Verily, verily, 1s wnto you, be that heareth my words, and belieyeth in 
him that ſent me, bath everlaſting life, and ſhall mot come into condemnation, but hath 
paſſed from death tolife, Job. 5.24, And yet none can deny, but this is the Faith 
ot the Goſpel, this is the glad tidings to all true Chriſtians and Believers in 
Chriſt ; and the ſame is confirmed by a double Oath, that they which hear his 
Word, and believe in God his Father, have everlaſting life ; that is, are as ſure of 
it, as if they had it already, and ſhall not come into condemnation, cither of 
remporal puniſhment after this lite, or of eternal, but haye paflgd from death to

by others, 2s they would haye others to do by thew ; and therefore is againſt both the 
Law and Prophets, and dire&ly oppoſite to the Command of Chriſt, 

And that this is the continual praQtice of all Chriſtian Churches, is manifeſt 
for the Grerh , and all other Zaftery Churches, notwithſtanding they daily pray for 
the dead, yet they never pray for the ſouls in Purgatory, for indeed they believe 
there is no Purgatory ; but the prayers they offer up for the dead, ate, that they 


may be ſaved ar the ReſurreQion, 
{ ikewiſe the Church of Rome, although it pray daily for: the ſouls departed, yer 
it never prayeth for the ſouls in Purgatory , nor once craveth their deliverance 


thence. 
And although this may ſeem ſtrange, in regard of the many Mafſes ſhe dajly (by

Joul, and not of the body, Being then thus, that this prayer in the one part af- 
firmeth that the Juſt flecp in peace, and eſt in Chriſt, ard in the other part defireth 
that Ged would give them a' place of yn and comfort, it plainly appeareth, that 
this praycr ſpexketh againſt it ſelf, and is abſurd and fooliſh. But to return to the 
matter in hand in the laid prayer, you ſee, is no mention at all of the ſouls that 
broil in Purgatory, but of the ſouls that ſleep in peace, and reſt in Chrilt, 

The ſecond' prayer by which ſhe praycth tor the ſouls departed, is a prayer in her 
Maſs for the dead ; and the {ame defireth, that the ſoul of the Man or Woman de- 

arred (to wit, for whom it prayerth) may not be giyen into the hands of the Enemy, 
_ be received by the holy Angels, and canicd into the Country of Paradiſe z to 
the end that haring believed and hoped it may not ſuffer everlaſting pain, but poſ- 
leſs everlaſting joys. 

Bur here the neither ſpeaketh of the pains of Purgatory, nor prayeth for the 
fouls in Purg:tory , fur ſuch a requeſt doth not agree with the pains © Purgatory , 
for the pains of ge (they fay) are temporal, but the pains mentioned in this 
prayer are eternal ? Neither doth it agree with the ſouls in Purgatory, for the fouls 
in Purgatory ſhe will have to be ſuch as departed this World in the (tate of Grace, 
which (as (be granteth her ſelf) are neither in peril, nor poſſibility of ſuffering e- 
ternal pain z whereas the ſouk praycd for here (as the prayer ir Cu giveth us ro 
underſtand) are fuch as are fubjef and Hable to.crernal damnation, fur. it prayeth 
they may not be given into the hands of the Enemy, ner ſuſter everlaſting pain. 

The third prayer with which (he prayeth for the fuul; departed, is allo in ker Maſs 
f. r the Dex, and is common]; c:Ied the Offertory, the which is as followeth : Do- 
mine Teſs Chrifte, Rex giortz, Viera animas (mniumn filelram de nigum, de ma- 
au infoni, © d- projrinds lacu libera e15 ds ov: leorts, ne abjorbeat eas tartarws, 
fed frznifer S. Michac! repraſznti eas in Incers fayit "my fc. O Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
King of Glory, deliver the fouls of all faith'u] dead, 7m the pains of Hell, and 
from the deep Take, deliver them frum he meuth of the Lyon, that Hell may not 
ſxallow than up, but thar thy Stondaid- Bearer S, Michael may preſent them in 
the holy Light, the which in time patt thou didſt promiſe ro Abrabam and his 
Sed. 

But in this Offertory, you ſer, there is 1:4t a word ſpoke of Purgatory, but of 
Hell, and the d<cp Lake, and che Mouth of the Ty. 25 all which cannot agree with 
Purgatury, but with the place -f the damned, Likewiſe the ſouls bere ſpoke of, can- 
not bc the fouls in Vi 1potory, for they 4 asſhe ho'deth her ſelf} are. nor in the Teaſt 
dwvger of being ſyailuwed up into Hell z however fo far therein, but that S Mi- 
.chae} thcir Standard-Bearcr (as ſhe callcth hjign) way be able to preſent them (when

Bur in theſe Ejaculations alſo, there is no mention at all, either of Purgatory, or 
of the Souls in Purgatory z and b:£des the Ejaculations alſo are needleſs : Fer as fur 
the reſt here ſpoke of, (She acknowledgeth in the aforeſaid Prayer in the Canon of 
her common N af) they have the tame already ; and as for the Gates of Hell rhey 
nevcr enter them, But ſupgoſe they did entcr them, out of Hell there is no redemp- 
tion, and ſo ſhe prayerth in vain, This latter alſ>, and moreover the two prayers 
befure mentioned in the Mals for the dead,are no better than blaſphemous ; for they 
gi-e us to underſtand, that the Souls of the Faithful departed this life, may be 
damned in Hell; and that, to all Eternity, ' 

15ly. The Do&trine of Purgatory. rubbeth God of his Juſtice, For ſince the fins 
of the Faithful are ſufficiently ſatisficd tor by the Death of Chriſt, fince God in him 
forgiveth them; and fince all ſuch Souls as the Church of Rome would have in Pur- 
gatory, are (as ſhe affirmcth her ſelf) void of fault ; having (as ſhe faith) all their 
guiltineſs firit taken away, and the ſame forgiven them here in this world : It follow- 
eth neceſſarily, that it God puniſh them, (and Purgatory the Papiſts lay is a 
place for that purpoſe) he puniſheth Souls that are no longer guilty, taketh venge- 
ance of fins that are already pardoned, and exatts debts that arc already paid, taking 
two payments for one and the ſelt ſame debr, and two ſati>faftions for one and the 
{If ſame fin, to wit, the Paſſion of Chriſt, and the pains of Purgatory, and this 
notwithſtanding the firſt was intixe, *Tw«.u'd be very unjuſt for us, to deal thus with 
our enemics z; hw much more then for Gud to deal thus with his Children, 

61y, The Doctrine of Purgatory maketh God a mocker ; for God would abſoJute- 
ly m ck us, did he but fay to us as the Dodrine of Purgatory would have him to 
wit, I will torgive thee, bur yet I will puniſh thee, I forgive thee thy debt, but thou 
ſhalt pay me, For our fins are debts, the payment whereof is the puniſhment, 

In fine, we need not go any further to confute the Do&rine of Purgatory, than 
to the Romaniſts own Tenents. For if the Pope be infallible, as the Romaniſts 
hold and affirm he is, Pope Gregory the firſt in his 1 3, Book upon Feb,Chap, :0,telletb 
us plainly, that Qua autl ort5 noſftri gratia redewp ſumus, boc jam caleftis muneris 
babemur, at cum de caruis wftia habitation ſubtrabimur, mox ad caleftia premis 
ducamar. Becauſe we are redeemed by the grace of our Creator, we have this 
heavenly gift, that when our Souls depart out of this fleſhly habitation, we are pre- 
ſently carried to the heavenly rewards, Likewiſe, if the Book of Wiſdom be Ca- 
nonical, as they hold it is ,and the Souls in Purgatory be the Souls of the Righteous, 
as they alſo hold ; the ſame is as clear and as evident a teſtimony againſt it as may be, 
For 'tis ſaid there, The Soulrof the Righteous are inthe hands of God, there ſhall no 
Torment touch them, Wil, 3.6. | 

The Papiſts alledge certain places of boly Scripture, to prove their pretended 
Purgatory, but againit their true fence,

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But Purgatory cannot be ſaid to be the world to come, becauſe. (as they ſay) *ris 
already in being. Belides Purgatory (they ſay is) is a place of torment and Puniſh- 
ment, and not of pardon : And groreover (according to their own Dotrine) fin is 
pardoned before the Souls enter int» Purgatory, The ſence of this place is as 
clear as may be, Not to pardon ſin, is to punith it, And Jeſus Chriſt declareth, that 
God will punith the fin againſt the holy Ghoſt, both in this life, and at the day of 
Judgment, which in Luk. z0. 35. is called the other world. 

zl, They all-dge Iuk, 12. 58, 5g. where *tis ſaid, Whilſt thou geeft with thine Ad- 
werſaryto the Magiſtrate, as thou art in the way, give dili--1e that thou mayeſt be de- 
livered from hime, left he drat thee tothe Fudg', and the Fulge deliver thee to the Offi- 
cer, and the officer cat thee into Priſon.

e325, For theſ: very reaſons, 'ome of them would have theDvil to be the *ergeant,and 
the Law the Adverfary ; but this mendeth not the matter at all,but maketh it wurſe, 
For doth the D>vil draw the faithful intro Purgutory ? are we in the way with the 
Law ? Is the Law of God our Enemy > are we to: ſeck means to deliver our ſclves 
from it, and to ſhake off its yoke > for *tis ſaid here, that we muſt give diligence in 
the way, that we may be delivered from the Adverfary, And if this Priſon be Purga- 
tory, and Souls muſt ſtay therein till ſuch rimes they have paid the very utmoſt mite, 
how cometh it to pals that the Pope by Indulgences may deliver them out from thence 
before.

Fiftbly, They alledge 2 Mac. 17, where Fudas Macchabews cauſed Sacrifices to be 
offered for the derd : but this maketh rath-r :gain{t Purgatory, than for it; fur 
the Author of the Book te{tificth, that what Fudas therein did, had refſpeRt to the 
Reſurre&tion, and was that thcy might rite ag1in to Salvation, and not that they 
might be taken out from the fire of Purgatory, Moreover, this Book is Apocrypha, fur 
it is not tound in the Original of the Old Tettament, which is the Hebrew Bible 3 
wherefore neither Jcſus Chriſt, nor any of his Apoſtles, did ever quote the Books of 
the Maicchabees, or any vthcr of the Aprcryphs : The Author himſel! ſays, that his 
intention in this Book is to make an abridgment of the Hiltory of Faſo the Cyre- 
wian : And ſhall the abridgment of a Hiſtory be accounted Canonical, when the 
Hiſtory it ſ-1f was not Canonical > How therefore can it b- ſufficient wher. upon to 
ground any poiat of Dotrine appertaining to our Faith > Aiſo the Auth r, to- 
wards the end of his Book, doubteth whether he hath ſaid wcll or no, and fays, by 
way of excuſe, that he hath done it as well as he cou], This cannot be the Lan- 
guage of the Spirit of God, for it ncither doubteth of its well ding, nor excuſeth 
irs ſelf to men ; and theretore the Doctrine of Purgatory may not be grounded up- 
on this place, Beſides, the Greeks do as much as what is mentioned here, and yet 
they utterly deny Purgatory. And S, Anguftine in his Book cf the cate for the 
Dead, approveth prayer for the Dead, and yet in all that Book ſpeaketh not one 
word of Purgatory, 
Laſtly, Rather than they will have Purgatory utterly overthrown, they bring in 
S. Auguſtine, Ib. 21, cap. :6, de Civitate Dei, doubting whether or no, after this 2 LaTaw, 
lite. there be any ſuch thing as a purging fire ; and thereby they impl+, that there #2. c. 21, 
may be ſuch a place as Purgatory, But this maketh nothing for them neither 3 for bÞ Ambroſ, 
the fire that S. Jagwftine there doubteth of, is the fire that was held by mit of the Serm.20, 
Fathers ſhould be immediately atter the Reſurre&ion, when Chriſt cometh zo judge ſup.

.O -e bur Chriſt could ever fat:she (through pay ment and recompence to God) 
the Divine Juſtice for fins : As for others, the beſt of us all are unable = I 
hve thewed beforc) thus to ſatisfie for them. yea for our own fins, much leſs allo for 
the ſhun of others, The DoGrine of the Papiffs, which teacheth that a man may 
this ſatiche, not only fur himſclt, tut withall have an overplus wherewith to accom- 
modate and faiishe tor others, and which the Pope may app:y to cthers, is a meer 
Prodigy, a benctit which bath never yer accrewed rv us, cr ever herezfter ſhall accrew 
to us, by any (even the greateſt) of Chriſts Saircs : For it any of them ſhould ſati(- 
fe thus for «thers, it would toll. w, that Chriit is not alone our Say our, and this is 
manifeſtly falſe, ” for there is no Salvation in any other, neither is there any other 
Name given under Heaven whereby we muſt be faved, 4. 4.12, Neverthelels, ſhould 
cr couic they do it, and did they undertake it, *rwould not be accepted of ; for ever 
man {as the Scripture faith) ſhall bear his own burihen, Gal. 6. 5, Every man ſhall 
receive his uwn reward accc1ding to his own labour, 1 Cer, 3. 8. And a man can by 
no m-ans redecm his Brother, or pay a Ranſom to Gcd tour him, Pſal. 49. z Whata 
bold pr ſumpticn is it therefore for the Pap iſts to go about to perſwade us, that God 
will :cceprt the Faſtirgs, Whippirgs, ard Pilgrimages of S, Benner, or S. Francs, in 
payment uf the punithment due to th. fins ct others : Beſides it is needlefs, fur the 
latisfattion of Jcfus Chriſt is ſifhcient for vs, without an addition of the Whi 
pings of tle Saints, Ir is lilewiſe to accuſe God of injuſtice, to think that he hath 
ſent any one more ſufferings than his ſins hate deſcried 3 and is allo to taxe the height 
of fin amiſs, not knowing bow great puniſhments are due to it, fince our Saviour 
C hirilt faith, Wheſorerr ſhall ſay unts bis Brother, thaw Fool, ſhall be in danger of Hell 
Fire, Motcover, it is a mcer mocking of the Saints, to fer them to do that which
